In these days of welfare agencies of 
various kinds, it is a tribute to Fulton and 
DeKalb Counties that the need for social 
guidance and temporary assistance to the un- 
fortunate was accepted by the community 47 
years ago. 

Today marks the 47th anniversary of the 
recognition of this need translated into ac- 
tion through the Family Service Society. Not 
a relief agency in its strictest sense, the so- 
ciety attempts to go beyond the material 
needs of people to find the sociological and 
psychological problems which lead to those 
needs and to map the solution in accord with 
the individual case 

During 1951 fhe agency had contact with 
1.926 families, representing about 7,704 indi- 
viduals. Problems included family relations, 
marital difficulties, and parent-child rela- 
tionships. Counseling was offered in indi- 
vidual personality adjustments, old age, phys- 
ical and mental illnesses, finances, employ- 
ment, vocation and education, recreation and 
housing. 

These may sound like small matters. 
However, if we realize that without the serv- 
ices provided by the society many of these 
cases could have become grim tragedies lead- 
ing to much bigger problems for the com- 
munity, then we can fully appreciate the fine 
work Atlanta citizens are doing through sup- 
port of this agency. 

The relationship of emotional stability and 
of proper adjustment to life and its problems 
to economic and social welfare of the com- 
munity has received far too little recognition. 
Through the Family Service Society, trained 
counselors and psychiatrists are available, 
not only for the financially needy, but for 
others in need of expert guidance over a 
rough spot. 

The Constitution, is proud to have been 
associated with this organization over the 
years through its Opportunity Fund at Christ- 
mas time. For 30 years the society has served 
as administrator of the fund with excellent 
results. 

We congratulate the Family Service So- 
ciety for its 47 vears of usefulness to the 
community and the people for their loyal 
support of a needed service.

Churchill Benefits 
From an Old Custom 


With the Labor Party badly split over 
the role Britain should play in world affairs 
and the extent to which the welfare state 
should be adapted to that end, Churchill’s 
government seems to be taking advantage of 
the old British custom of “divide and rule.” 

On an issue which they had precipated on 
rearmament plans, the Laborites find them- 
selves unable to censure Churchill for mere- 
ly carrying out their policies. On the ques- 
tion splitting his party, former Prime Min- 
ister Attlee finds he must support the Church- 
ill stand or lose control to leftist Aneurin 
Bevan. 

In fact, Attlee’s moderates are demanding 
an acceleration of Britain’s rearmament pro- 
gram, while followers of left wing Bevan are 
demanding that it be pared to the bone. 


As dangerous as he is, Beyan’s antics must 


be bringing a smile to the old warrior in the 
saddle. The result from this end looks like 
Winnie may have a long and successful role 
still ahead of him in steering the British ship 
of state. 

The steady pace which Churchill has set 
may prevent further deterioration of the 
British economy while avoiding abandonment 
of all co-operation with the West and the 
United States as advocated by Bevan.

Should Continue 


Last week the Fulton County Health De- 
partment launched an ambitious and impor- 
tant drive—to get every dog in the county in- 
oculated against rabies. 

To make the cost of the treatment nomi- 
nal, even to the owner of a pack of hounds, 
the health officials arranged for free serum 
and have been paying the veterinarians who 


this case the evaluations are theirs, and not

That the county needs money, which in 
itself is open to question, is not sufficient 
reason for the apparent discrimination be- 
tween property in the “old” Atlanta and the 
area added the first of the year.

give the shots at the rate of $10 an hour. The 
only charge has been $1 per dog for regis- 
tration. (The charge by private practitioners 
is $3 for serum, registration tag, and service.) 

Some of the veterinarians in the county 
have refused to go along with the program. 
In fact, five of them seek to stop it through 
an injunction suit which will be heard 
March 31. 

These men make their petition as dog 
owners. Substance of their claim is that the 
county has no right to tax.a dog. 

The county health department maintains 
that the $1 fee is for registration to aid in 
enforcement of the antirabies ordinance. 

The court will rule on the validity of the 
protesting dog owner-veterinarians’ petition. 

Meanwhile, this fact stands out. The in- 
cidence of rabies is higher in Fulton County 
than anywhere else in-Georgia. Compliance 
with the antirabies control regulations is ‘the 
one way to remove the menace. 

We have already commended the county 
health officers for setting up clinics to make 
compliance convenient and cheap. We hope 
nothing happens to block their. efforts.

In making it possible for escapees from 
behind the Iron Curtain to enlist in forces 
resisting communism, President Truman has 
taken a major step by encouraging the thou- 
sands of unwilling victims of Red slavery to 
rise up and throw off the chains which en- 
velop them. 

We have read many optimistic reports 
about the millions of dissatisfied people in 
Russia and her satellites. We have been 
hopeful these reports are true and that even- 
tually these voiceless masses would be pro- 
vided the leadership from outside Russia 
which could make their resistance effective. 
Certainly we cannot overlook any such pos- 
sibility. 

Until Mr. Truman’s action, most escapees 
from the Iron Curtain found themselves in 
little better position than they were before.

Security precautions have withheld the 
services of many fine scientists. Admittedly, 
these pre@autions were necessary, but it does 
seem that some sort of screening process 
could have been worked out to utilize this 
manpower. 

Now that they are being given the oppor- 
tunity to regain freedom and self-respect, 
we anticipate more and more of these Iron 
Curtain escapees enlisting in the cause of 
freedom. What better method could be de- 
vised for freeing the millions of Communist 
slaves than to have the enslaved free them- 
selves? 

We recall vividly the tales of desertions 
by whole divisions of Russian troops to the 
Germans in the early days of Hitler’s in- 
vasion. Except for the latter’s biggest blun- 
der in treating them and all Russians as sub- 
human, it is believed he would have had their 
assistance in freeing the nation of its Com- 
munist masters.

rolls around, week-in and week-out. 


she must ride from Atlanta 


to Washington, D. C., and back, playing mama and nursemaid and 
chaperon and guide and mentor to aggregations of bug-eyed high- 
schoolers of both sexes, most of whom are taking their first ride on 
the train and are, in consequence, seized by a spirit of adventure. 


These expeditions, which this 
time of year go out of Atlanta 
two or three times a week on 
both the Seaboard and the 
Southern, are migratians to the 
nation’s capital and to points of 
interest en route, by sundry 
high school classes from all over 
this part of the country. They 
raise the money through any one 
or many of the multitudinous 
means by which high schools 
raise funds, pool their resources, 
and take off. 


It was my privilege last 
week to find myself, somewhat 
startled and wary, on the 
same train with one of these 
expeditions, and I must con- 
fess that I found the prospect 
somewhat disturbing. 


Noting that all the young men 
were wearing Confederate caps, 
and that an atmosphere of levity 
prevailed, I was afraid that they 
would be up and down the cars 
all night, uttering rebel yells, 
arid disturbing their elders. This, 
however, was not the case. They 
did cruise up and down the 
train a great deal, inspecting 
their surroundings, but they 


‘behaved themselves in a most 


seemly manner, and their 
mamas and papas in Marietta— 
this was the Marietta High 
School graduating class—can be 
very proud of them. 


Later on I found Miss Vin- 
cent in the diner, toying with a 
cup of coffee, and she assured 
me that most of the groups she 
handled behaved equally as 
well. 


“The first night out, they 
don’t sleep much,” she said. 
“Shoot water guns at each other, 
giggle, eat, and on _ occasions 
somebody puts bubble gum in 
somebody else’s hair. But that’s 
about all. 

“We keep them going at such 
a pace,” said Miss Vincent, “that 
they don’t have time to get in 
any trouble, We go first to 
Richmond, and see the sights 
there, and then to Williamsburg, 
and see the sights there, and then 
on to Old Point Comfort, where 
they take a boat for the over- 
night trip to Washington. That 
night on the boat they usually 
bed down early and go to sleep. 

“Then we have two days .of 
hard sightseeing in Washington, 
and many of them insist on 


walking wp the stairs to the top 


of the Washington monument, 
which leaves them pretty much 
worn down. By the time they’ve 
seen Arlington and Mount Ver- 
non, and are ready to board 
their train for home, they are 
really tired—but we hope they 
are really happy. We try to do 
everything we can to see that 
they are.” 

The whole package, which 
takes about four days, costs 
about $50 a head, according to 
Miss Vincent—about what it 
would cost to ride to Washing- 
ton and back in a day coach. 
The railroads don't make much 
money on it, if-any. But they do 
think it is a wonderful form of 
advertising. It introduces a new 
generation to train travel, a 


generation which, the railroads 


fear, might grow to maturity 
under the delusion that the only 
way to get from one place to 
another was by. automobile or 
plane unless some special effort 
was made to get them aboard a 
train. 

It has another virtue, too, 
which the railroads didn’t fore- 
see, Tnere seems to be some- 
thing romantic about traveling 
on a train. Kids who never paid 
any attention to each other be- 
fore, start holding hands on 
these expeditions, and lots of 
them get married when they 
come homé. Miss Vincent knows, 
for they always send her a wed- 
ding invitation, or maybe a lit- 
tle note, thanking the railroad 
for bringing them together.

Taft Goes After 


Wisconsin Vote 


MILWAUKEE—Still the most amazing thing 
in the inereasingly hot—and bitter—campaign 
for the Republican presidential nomination is— 


Senator Taft. 


As a phenomenon in plain physical energy and 
stamina, his performance is something in a class by itself. 


You 


might expect that two such stunning setbacks as New Hampshire 
and the almost-miraculous write-in vote for General Eisenhower, 
his chief rival, in neighboring Minnesota, might chill the ardor of 


the senator somewhat. 

Not so. In this state, in his 
three-cornered battle with Gov. 
Earl. Warren of California and 
Harold Stassen for the 30 con- 
vention delegates at stake here, 
the senator still is doing his 
nine-a-day, cruising back and 
forth and up and down this 
state in the bus (with the big 
inscription across it—‘‘Win With 
Taft”) that slithers about icy 
roads treated with another 
heayy fall of snow. He emerges 
at every stop with the bright 
and shining face and never-say- 
die spirit. 


This 1s, of course, Bob 
Taft's big test and, unless he 
comes out of here well, may 
be his last chance. This state 
could end his long-cherished 
hopes, even as it dashed those 
of the late Wendell L. Willkie 
in his comeback try here in 
1944, after which Mr. Willkie 
tossed in the*towel. 


Here Senator Taft has every 
advantage and can make no ex- 
cuses, as he well realizes. He 
announced his intention to enter 
this primary when he announced 
his candidacy last November. 


Here he has one of the most 
efficient state organizations that 
it is possible to pull. together, 
headed by Thomas E. (Tom) 
Coleman, recognized GOP boss, 
though without official party 
title, who turned the trick for 
Harold Stassen in the 1948 pri- 
mary. Senator Taft can make 
no protests here, as he did a 
few days ago when he withdrew 
angrily from the New Jersey 
primary, that the state organi- 
zation here is “fixed” against 
him. He also claimed this in 
New Hampshire where outstand- 
ing state leaders, headed by 
Gov. Sherman Adams, were 
supporting General Eisenhower, 
as Governor Driscoll is doing in 
New Jersey. 

Nor is General Eisenhower, 
that ominous, haunting spirit 
across the Atlantic, in this pri- 
mary. The anti-Taft vote will 
be divided between the other 
two contenders, Governor War- 
ren and Harold Stassen, each of 
whom is trying to outclaim the 
other as the general’s favorite 
candidate. 

This is “it” for Senator Taft 
—not that a victory here would 
assure him the nomination—for 
it wouldn’t, by any means—but 
defeat would most certainly put 
him out of the race. 

He, himself, publicly recog- 
nizes its critical nature; in his 
speeches he stresses that the re- 
sult of this state’s primary al- 


_ ways has had a great effect on 


> 


national conventions, and he 
praises the people here as hav- 
ing “a reputation of thinking 
for themselves.” This, natural- 
ly, is a build-up to capitalize 
upon the victory he and his 
managers expect. 

His determination is _ indi- 
cated by the fact that he went 
right ahead campaigning on 
Sunday, with time out for 
church. In his speeches he tells 
the folks that it is quite a rig- 
orous schedule that his friends 
arranged for him here. He adds, 
with a grin, that he has seen 
more of this state than anyone 
sitting before him, which’ is 
prebably accurate. 

When he appeared for a box. 
supper and rally Sunday at 
Green Bay, north of here, in a 
dance hall, you forgot as you 
looked on that this was a dance 
hall. For, when he rose -to 
speak, he was the preacher, the 
evangel, denouncing Democratic 
sin as the way to hell. The only 
feature missing was the plea for 
sinners to come down to the 
mourners’ bench. There were, 
of course, no sinners here—only 
Republicans, tried and true. 

He offers, however; no heav- 
en. He has an entirely negative 
approach, which is, perhaps, the 
chief weakness of his campaign. 
He presents only the ‘Truman 
inferno, which is just as devas- 
tating, the way he pictures it, 
as that of Dante, though without 
the poetic passages. Even when 
he grudgingly admits that he is 
for public housing and. federal 
aid to education, he says that 
we can’t do much about those 
things now because of the con- 
dition of the federal budget. 

The senator has developed al- 
most into a machine from his 
incessant campaigning.

In Diet

Time was when nutritionists 
shook their head® in scowling 
disapproval of efats in diets for 
reducers. While fats do contrib- 
ute liberal calories, recent ex- 
periments reveal that some fat 
in a low calorie diet is a help 
in staving off hunger. 

If you have never been able 
to stick with a low calorie diet 
because of a nagging hunger, 
you may be interested in the 
recent diet experiments which 
included whole milk, some but- 
ter, and the fat of the meat. 

It is important to understand 
that in this diet-with-fat, an 
abundance of high quality pro- 
tein is included, and protein 
also has a high’ satiety value. 
The reducing is brought about 
through the rigid restriction of 
carbohydrates, the watchword 
being, “‘If' a dish is made with 
sugar or made with flour, don't 
eat it.” 


USE LITTLE SALT 

Also, it should be explained 
that the menus limit the salt to 
the very least that will satisfy 
the taste. Little or no salt in a 
low calorie diet seems to work 
like magic ... the pounds 
slough off lickety-split. 

Restriction of salt results in a 
release of water from the tis- 
sues. When that happens weight 
drops. While there is a differ- 
ence betwen lost fat and lost 
water, the net result on the 
scales is the same. 

Now for the diet experiment. 
A group of eleven overweight 
college girls, 8 to 41 per cent 
above normal weight, followed 
the special diet. The eleven de- 
termined girls who stayed with 
the diet lost from 20 to 37 pounds 
in 16 weeks. All seven happily 
reported a feeling of well-being 
and satisfaction and, best of all, 
no hunger pangs between meals. 


DIET MAY VARY 

It takes. all kinds of diets to 
please all kinds of dieters. So if 
you are allergic to calorie count- 
ing and want a stick-to-the-ribs 
sort of diet and can afford meat 
at lunch and =<dinner, these 
menus will please you, provided 


you can willingly forego bread , __ 


and desserts, and will cut down 
on salt. 

An overweight homemaker who 
had been unable to follow a diet 
which called for special foods 
not on the family menus lost 
40 pounds by leaving off all 
breads other than two thin

We are not suggesting you have

You can enjoy it 
and the service you get from it if 
you have a dependable source of 
information and follow the ex- 
pert’s advice for its care and 


upkeep. 

It is not difficult to be intelli- 
gent about nutrition. The first 
step is to recognize the need to 
know about it. The second is to 


get some authentic information 
and the third is to apply it. 

An excellent source of informa- 
tion is all wrapped up in a neat 
little book FOOD BECOMES 
YOU by Dr. Ruth M. Leverton, 
published this month. (University 
of Nebraska Press, $3.50.) It is a 
book based on scientific facts, but 
presented in a fresh, lively, easy- 
to-understand manner. 

Dr. Leverton is an internation- 
ally known authority on nutrition, 
but she has the gift of writing in 
simple words so the lay person 
can readily get the meaning. 

If you have never read a book 
on basic nutrition, which is just 
good eating, you will certainly 
find this book very worthwhile. 
You can read it from cover to 
cover in three or four hours, but 
we know you will want to go 
back to it over and over.
